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Tax impact notices 
go out next month 


Officials of the Bureau of Local 
Assessment are in Wilmington 
this week, for the Massachusetts 
State Department of Revenue, 
engaged in a study of the 
revaluation work on the real 
estate properties in town. The 
revaluation work has been going 
on for some months, by the firm 
of McGee & Magane, of 
Wilmington, under the super- 
vision of the Wilmington Board of 
Assessors, 

The officials of the bureau are 
in Wilmington to review and 
certify the methods, procedures 
and results of the revaluation 
project for statistical accuracy, 
uniformity and reasonableness. 
The certification process must be 
completed before the assessors 
can mail the announcements of 
property values (impact notices) 
to owners of property in 
Wilmington. 

The Wilmington assessors hope 
to have the impact notices in the 
mail by the week of July 12. The 
notice will have the new value of 
the property as it is proposed, 


Property owners, in order to 
estimate the tax on their property 
can use an estimated tax rate of 
from $23 to $25, according to 
assessor Anthony Krzeminski. 
That rate is the dollars per 
thousand dollars of value. 

Taxpayers who feel that the 
assessed value does not reflect 
the actual ‘market’ value of 
their property (plus or minus 10 
percent), or who feel that some 
error has been made should call 
to arrange an informal hearing. A 
telephone number, and suggested 
time will be on the notice. 

At such a_ hearing, a 
representative of McGee & 
Magane will review the property 
record card with the owner or 
representative of the owner. Any 
objections will be noted, and any 
pertinent additional information 
offered will also be noted, This 
will then be subject to a review by 
a staff member of McGee & 
Magane, to determine whether or 
not a field review or a rein- 
spection of the property is 
necessary, prior to making any 
adjustment, if such is necessary. 


Taxpayers, Krzeminski says, 
should keep in mind that any 
errors discovered as a result of 
the quality control procedure 
may affect more than one piece of 
property, and may influence 
values to go up, as well as to go 
down. 

When the informal hearings are 
completed, together with any 
additional work necessitated by 
those hearings, the Bureau of 
Local Assessment will return to 
Wilmington to review once again 
teh final figures. Only after the 
final review has been completed 
will Wilmington be able to send 
out tax bills. 

Taxpayers who are still 
dissatisfied at the time of the 
mailing, will still have 30 days to 
file for an abatement on taxes. 
This has to be filed with the Board 
of Assessors in Wilmington town 
hall. 

If an application fot abatement 
is not resolved to the satisfaction 
of the taxpayer, the taxpayer 
may then appeal further, to the 
Massachusetts State Appellate 
Tax Board.

Progress slow on 
bridge appropriations 


Two bridge proposals that 
concern Wilmington are included 
in a $60 million bond issue 
presently before the 
Massachusetts Legislature 

Rep. James Miceli, though, 
said that both are several months 
in the future, in terms of any 


construction. “Meanwhile, he is 
working in favor of one and 
against the other. 


Miceli is supporting efforts to 
provide funding for a new bridge 
in Wilmington Square, which 
would carry Route 62 across Main 
Street and the railroad tracks. In 
effect, it would mean a total 
rebuilding of the center of town. 

Meanwhile, he is resisting 
efforts by Woburn officials to 
have the New Boston Street 
bridge rebuilt. The bridge was 
demolished several years ago, 
after it was burned by vandals. 

Since then, residents of the 
Woburn Street area of 
Wilmington have opposed efforts 
to have the bridge rebuilt. New 
Boston Street in Woburn is the 
other end of Woburn Street in 


North Reading well 
draws in Wilmington 


The Wilmington Water Com- 
missioners were told June 18 that 
the town of North Reading is 
“drawing” water from one of the 
Wilmington wells. The in- 
formation came from Paul 
Duggan, Wilmington water 
deptartment superintendent. 

Wilmington, some years ago 
sank a well near the old Salem & 
Lowell railroad tracks, and near 
the ponds in an old gravel pit at 
the North Reading - Wilmington 
line. The well is about 150 yards 
from North Reading. 


North Reading, a few years 
later sank a well in the railroad 
bed, only a few yards from the 
Wilmington line. At that time 
there was a protest made about a 
possible “drawdown.” 

Duggan told the water com- 
missioners that there was a 
considerable drawdown ex- 
perienced, about the middle of 
May, after North Reading had 
resumed the use of its station. He 
had to reduce the pumping of the 
Wilmington station as a con- 
sequence.

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Wilmington. The entire area has 
been heavily industrialized in 
recent years, with one result 
being a large increase in traffic 
Much of the traffic from 
Woburn’s industrial area would 
use the New Boston Street bridge 
to gain access to Route 93, 
passing through Wilmington 
along the way. Without the 
bridge, the only access to Route 
93 from the industrial area is by 
way of Route 128. 

There have been efforts to build 
an additional access to Route 93, 
as yet unsuccessful. 

‘The proposal for the new bridge 
in Wilmington Square has been 
included in proposals for the 


rebuilding of Route 129, a subject 
which has gone through years of 
hearings, delays and other 
problems. 

Miceli said that he spoke before 
the Committee on Transportation 
on Monday, reading letters from 
the town manager and the 
selectmen, opposing the New 
Boston Street bridge. 

According to Miceli, Chairman 
Lou Nickinello assured him that 
the 129 bridge would be given 
priority 

He said that the naming of the 
bridges within the bill would be 
stricken, which would lessen the 
possibility of the funds being used 
for the New Boston Street bridge. 


Industrial proposal 
in North Woburn

problems, is a 60 acre tract of 
land which is being proposed for 
industry, The first public hearing 
was held June 17 by the Woburn 
Conservation Commission.

The repair work to contract two 
in the Wilmington sewer is well in 
hand according to Chairman 
George Allan of the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. 
He told his fellow commissioners 
June 17 that everything seems to 
be going well. At this time the 
contractor, the Gioioso Company, 
is finishing work at Floradale 
Avenue where the original con- 
tract was started.

This is the

fwenty-two years is a long 
time. For some it is the length of 
their entire lifetime, for others 
fraction of it, but for 
cian Dr, Robert 
Mobbs, it represents years of 
struggle to ban DDT 

From 1949 when he first 

suspected that DDT caused 
cancer, until it was banned in 1971 
and even into the present, Dr 
Mobbs has been working to limit, 
restrict, or ban the use of harmful 
chemicals and pesticides. He has 
always believed, he said, that 
‘cancer causing chemicals 
should not be registered for use in 
industry or agriculture unless 
they serve some essential pur 
pose 

Currently, Dr, Mobbs is in the 
process of trying to establish an 
environmental cancer society 
which would offer $1000 to the 
first person in Middlesex County 
found to have no traces of cancer- 
causing chemicals in his body. He 
insists that everyone alive today 
has somehow been exposed to 
DDT and other toxins, either 
through the food they eat or the 
air they breath. These chemicals 
store in fatty tissues, and traces 
of them can often be found in 
samples of the liver, brain, urine 
and blood. 

Of course, testing people for 
traces of DDT is very costly. Once 
his environmental cancer society 
is formed, Dr. Mobbs plans to ask 
Congress and various senators to 
get a human monitoring team to 
do a representative sampling. He 
also wants to enlist the service of 
various private universities by 
asking them whether they feel 
any responsibility to conduct 
studies for the public good in 
order to compensate for the in- 
dustry supported rsearch they do 
and their tax-free status. 

Among his hopes for the future 
Dr. Mobbs would like to see a ban 
on lindane and toxaphene, widely 
used on cotton crops and tobacco. 
The latter of which, toxaphene is 
unregistered for both are highly 
cancerous, he said. 

New research has shown, 
however, that inositol, a natural 
compotnd widely occurring’ in 


plant and animal tissue, can 
reverse cancer caused by lin- 
dane Dr. Mobbs said scientists 
have taken two cells and injected 
one with lindane until a cancer 
forms. while leaving the other 
ntact. Inositol is injected into the 
ancerous cell, which later ap- 


pears to be restored to the con 


dition of the non-cancer cell 
Beside restricting or banning 
some insecticides, Mobbs ad-

The competition for the Town

Last year, Bob Peters set a 
record, being the first gardener to 
break the June 1 “pea barrier. 
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vocates the use of natural 
methods in controlling insects. 
Pyrethrum and rotenone are 
organic compounds formed from 
concentreated plant matter and 
can effectively kill insects, he 
said. It is possible, he added, that 
some people would be allergic to 
these insecticides, and they may 
also be more costly methods of 
pest control. He doubts they could 
be used to kill every type of in- 
sect. Not concentrating one crop, 
such as cotton, in one large area 
would also limit teh growth, of 
bugs that breed on this plan 

Restricting or banning 
pesticides, Mobbs said, is as 
difficult a process as it was when 
he first began his work in 1949 
“Most people believe it's good to 
spray to get rid of something,” he 
explained, They don't realize the 
harm{fulness of it.” Not only that, 
but he claims there is a 
movement today to abolish the 
state’s right to ban an 
agricultural chemical allowed by 
the federal government 

EPA is being weakened, he 
said, and instead states are 
getting all the funding to in- 
vestigate chemical happenings 
He also said not one doctor is 
employed by the EPA throughout 
New England. When the EPA 
considers registering a product 
for use, Dr. Mobbs explained, it 
doesn't have to consider the ef 
ficacy or essentiality of the 
chemical, which he thinks is a 
flaw in the system 

Other problems in regulating 
pesticides today include the fact 
that the tobacco industry is still 
not controlled under the Pure 
Food and Drug Act, and there are 
virtually no restrictions on the 
production of tobacco. 

Dr. Mobbs said 
problems with the 
chemicals before they are 
registered for use. Instead of 
government testing the products, 
the company that wants to 
market it is required to do all the 
necessary testing, Data could 
easily be falsified by the com- 
pany, Mobbs explained 

Laws today, Mobbs said, aren't 
any better than they were in 1949 
He feels hopes for regulation were 
destroyed when such laws were 
changed to permit the use of those 
pesticides considered useful for 
the growth of food. It had 
previously permitted only 
essential chemical usage. Thi8, 
he said, “allowed for a confused 
system of tolerances. Most 
researchers believe you can’t say 
what a safe level (of chemicals in 
food) is." Also, opposition to 
restriction is tough, Dr. Mobbs 
said, adding, “They have some 
shrewd guys on the other side.”

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June is Adopt-A-Cat Month | |

Almost everyone loves Morris, 
the finicky, smart-aleck cat made 
famous by his appearances on 
Nine Lives commercials. What 
most people don't realize, 
however, is that Morris spent his 
early days in an animal shelter 
and could have been eternally put. 
tosleep if he had not been adopted 
by the man who later made him 
famous. 

This month Morris is’helping to 
promote the American Humane 
Society's Adopt-a-Cat Month 
Anyone who adopts a cat in June 
gets a free cat care kit sent by 
Morris himself. 

Each spring hundreds of newly- 
born and unwanted kittens are 
taken to animal shelters and 
humane societies all over the 
country, According to Carole 
Taylor, director of humane 
education for the Lowell Humane 
Society, kittens are born between 
December and June each year, 
with the majority of births oc- 
curring in the early spring. They 
have their greatest number of 
kittens in June, making it the best 
time to sponsor an adopt-a-cat 
month. 

Aside from the new-borns that 
owners can't find homes for, 
humane societies also receive 
animals that owners can't take 
care of or can’ afford to keep any 
longer. The Lowell Humane 
Society is not allowed to take 
stray dogs, Taylor explained, 
until they have been held by the 
dog@officer for 10 days to see 
whether the owner comes looking 
for it, All other strays, however 
go directly to the society 

In 1981 the Lowell Humane 
Society took in 3000 dogs and 4500 
cats including several 
miscellaneous animals. There is 
scarcely enough room at the 
society to house that many 
animais, Taylor explained. Only 
one-third of the animals at the 
shelter each year are adopted, 
she continued; the other two- 
thirds are “euthanized.”’ This is a 
process of killing animals 
humanely by giving them a 
painless injection that results in 
almost instant death. The bodies 
of these animals are creamated in 
a large incinerator at the society 
Thirteen million animals in 
shelters all over the country were

After the 
animals have been there for. a 
while, the people at the humane 
society are able to determine 
their personalities. All diseased 
or nasty animals are euthanized 
first, she said, If an animal nips at 
people when around them for the 
first time or has some other 
problem, it will be one of the first

Of course, says Taylor, there 
are alternatives to euthanization. 
Humane education is designed to 
show people how important it is to 
spay and neuter their pets to curb 
the animal population explosion. 
In response to people who say 
spaying is unnatural, she said, 
“it’s unnatural for women to have 
hysterectomies. the only dif- 
ference is they have a choice." To 
her, spaying is the only way to 
prevent sick, starving, unwanted 
animals like those broght in to the 
shelter from ever being born 

The cost of spaying an animal 
can be high if a person wants to 
take their pet to its own 
veterinarian, but if'a pet owner 
joins Friends of Animals, that 
cost can be cut in half. There is no 
fee for joining, Taylor explained, 
and a person should call 433-2078 
to have an application sent to 
him. Once the application has 
been filled out, it should be 
returned to the Friends, who will 
send a card and a list of qualified 
veterinarians near the pet owner 
who belong to the organization 

‘The cost to neuter male dogs 
with the Friends is $28; female 
dogs are $40; female cats are $28; 
and male cats are $15. Without the 
service of the Friends, she insists 
these costs would be between $80 
and $100. 

‘The adoption process at the 
Lowell Humane Society is very 
simple. Prospective owners pay a 
fee of $5 for a mixed beed cat, $10 
for a purebred cat, $20 for a 
mixed breed dog and $30 for a 
purebred dog. Taylor said they 
try to make sure the right pet will 
be going to “the right kind of 
setup.” A great dane alone in an 
apartment all day while its owner 
works, is certainly the wrong 
setup, she added, and they 
discourage those situations. 

Carole Taylor has been to 
Tewksbury schools several times 
with her humane education 
program and has taught the 
children how to properly care for 
pets; how important it is to spay, 
pets, as well as several aspects of 
wildlife conservation. She feels 
the best way to solve the problem 
of unwanted animals is to make 
everyone aware of it

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Concerned Patterson looks 
for TMHS wrestling comeback

Jock Patterson is concerned. 
About his wrestling program 
About kids and what he sees as 
their increasing dependence on 
drugs and alcohol to have a good 
time. What he wants most of all is 
to get the Tewksbury High School 
wrestling program back on track 
after an unheard of losing winter 
that saw 15 out of 23 varsity 
matmen quit the squad, forcing 
the Redmen to go with a bunch of 
gutsy but inexperienced un- 
derelassmen enroute to a 4-11 
season, 

Getting the tradition 

back on track 

the 1981-82 season, 
Patterson was optimistic, with 
several strong varsity per- 
formers coming off a positive 
year. Losing was a dirty word 
around Redmen wrestling 
Winning records and sectional, 
state and even New England 
champion wrestlers were not 
uncommon, Then came the 
massive defection that Patterson 
attributes mostly to the athletes’ 
unwillingness to work hard and 
make the sacrificesto a sport that 
is among the toughest 

Patterson points to his ‘Hall of 
Shame’, a board tacked on his 

{fice window listing in red all the 
TMHS wrestlers who have packed 
it in over years. Patterson is 
bitter over what happened a year 
ago, but he is looking for ways to 
get his team back on track after 
what hardly was-a wasted year, 
with several youngsters getting 
cracks at the varsity 

Many more young wrestlers 
will get an even earlier start next 
year, says Patterson, when 
Tewksbury will start a middle 
school mat program for boys in 
the fifth through eighth grades 
“Tt will give the kids an idea of 
just how tough wrestling is,"’ says 
the TMHS coach. 

The program will run from 
December through February, 
with two practices per, week and 
meets on Saturday ‘mornings 
Boys weighing from 60 up to 130 
pounds will compete against 
teams from Reading, Methuen 
and North Andover. As many as 
eight teams could be included in 
the middle school mat circuit. 

The middle school program is 
just one step on a four pronged 
rebuilding ladder that Patterson 
is looking to climb beginning this 
fall

‘The rebuilding process 

“The point is that we are in the 
process of rebuilding the 
program,” offers Patterson, who 
unlike most coaches, has chosen 
not to wait for the string of losing 
seasons to start on the road back. 

The approach Patterson is 
taking includes the recruiting of 
the wrestlers who decided not to 
compete last year, the middle 
school program, the development 
of football players as wrestlers 
and vice-versa, and the education 
of the athletes to just what 
sacrifices a top-notch varsity 
wrestler must make 


Patterson said that he and 
varsity football coach Bob 
Aylward have agreed that their 
programs can work to help each 
other achieve success. 

‘The kids say that they 
want one tough season 
another,” says Patterson, “but, 
I'd like to see football and 
wrestling go hand in hand.” Over

Carson come to mind as a couple 
of pretty fair football players who 
were also championship caliber 
wrestlers. 

‘I'm not going to tell anyone 
that I'm going to offer them the 
same glory as football,” admits 
Patterson. Last year’s Super 
Bow! TMHS. football squad at 
tracted thousands of fans and 
received instant gratification 
following their hard work that led 
to that championship season. For 
wrestlers, the gratification is not 
so speedy, and the practices are 
just as tough, if not tougher, than 
any football workout. 

Patterson, who coached foot 
ball in Tewksbury for 10 years 
before resigning several years 
ago to devote his full attentions to 
wrestling, thinks that his 
program and its practices can 
help football players. “I can help 
them with their balance, agility 
and quickness." 

Still, Patterson must battle to 
convince young men that the 
sacrifice is well worth it. The 
tough.kids who are willing to work 
are still out there, and the TMHS 
coach is more than willing to put 
in his share of sweat in order to 
find them. 

Weight loss, Patterson s is 
not one of the greater sacrifices 
There are stories of high school 
wrestlers around the country who 
have starved and sweated 
themselves for days in order to 
make weight. Not so in 
Tewksbury, says Patterson. 

“The doctors tell us exactly 
how much weight the kids can 
lose. “I can’t remember the last 
kid who went down more than 12 
pounds," said the TMHS coach. 


Living by the rules 
No one can say that Jock 
Patterson doesn't genuinely care. 
What does scare some of today’s 


‘pathletes off is Patterson's stand of 


live by my team’s rules, or see 
you later. There is however, 
nothing wrong with that if it 
results in personal as well as 
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‘Tewksbury High School wrestling coach Jock Patterson is 
hoping that a middle school wrestling program will help 
strengthen his varsity team in the years to come. 


team rewards 

Patterson's style is not one of 
pampering athletes during the 
week in an effort to get them 
ready for game day. While many 
of today’s coaches have adapted 
to today’s more free wheeling 
athlete by adopting a more 
lenient attitude, Patterson 
refuses. His mimeographed list of 
team rules covers everything 
from wearing hats in’ cold 
weather to codes of ethics on the 
team bus. Patterson wants 
nothing left to chance, letting 
every athlete know just where he 
musi stand if he wants to wrestle 
for Tewksbury High School. 

*At the first practice each year. 
1 go over the key points, ex: 
plaining to all the kids just what I 
expect of them,” says the TMHS 
coach. “I also tell all the parents 
what they can expect from my 
program. 
The problem of 
drugs and drink 

Patterson has come out and 
taken a hard-stand on the problem 
of young people abusing drugs 
and alcohol. “I talk to the kids 
and try to tell them what alcohol 
and drugs do to them physically. 1 
tell the parents that my main 
concern is to keep your kids off 
drugs and alcohol.” 


Although some parents may be 
blinded by the fact that because 
or daughter is an 
he or she can not have a 
problem with alcohol-drugs, they 
should not be so naive as to think 
that postgame parties never take 
place 

Patterson has seen the problem 
first hand, and admits that he is 
frustrated by the ‘not my son: 
daughter’ attitude of some 
parents. 

Patterson is adamant on the 
effects of marijuana, or ‘the 
weed’ as he calls it. “Pot tends to 
make kids lazy and lethargic, and 
ifakid’s lazy, he can't work hard. 
You can’t smoke pot and then 
expect to come in here (the gym)

and work hard.”

High school may 


change some rules 


Several rules are being con- 
sidered for change by the ad- 
ministration at Wilmington High 
School for the 1982-83 school year. 

Lessening of independent study 
time for students will be seriously 
reviewed as well as shortening of 
the lunch periods, said George 
Eisenberg, high sctiool principal 
During the past years, the 
overcrowding of students at the 
high school lead to the inception 
of a senior responsibility program 
for study time. This filtered down 
to 11th and 10th grades which then 
became an “open campus” type 
program. Because of the 
multitude of problems resulting 
from the availability of in- 
dependent time; such as, 
congregating- on the common, 
rather than going to the library 
for study period, this program 
has been abused by the students. 
Therefore, utilizing every inch of 
available space within the school 
to contain more students is being 
studied. This will not be an easy 
task, since space availability at 
the high school is minimal, and 
staffing of study halls will present 


problems too. 

Another major concern af- 
fecting school rules is the in- 
creasing number of early 
dismissals by students before 


“they have completed the 180- 


school calendar year. Excuses for 
early vacations and job-starting 
dates are being submitted by ever 
increasing numbers and 
tightening measures are being 
taken to reduce them. 

Restrictions on the smoking 
rules will be increased. The 
length of time will be shortened, 
and students will be required to 
contain themselves to the par- 
ticular area designated behind 
the tennis courts. All cigarettes 
must be extinguished before 
students enter the building and 
measures will be taken to enforce 
this rule. 


It is believed that these 
measures coupled with the 
discussions to increase 


graduation requirements will 
provide an improved academic 
environment, said Dr. Eisenberg, 
high school principal.

The story of Elliott's friendship 
with E'T. seems to be a plausible 
continuation of Spielberg's earlier 
masterpiece.

To give some idea ot the 
magnitude of the job done, 122.44 
households were screened with 4 95 
percent response rate. and 31.5 
individuals supplied a 4 percent 


response rate on detailed fishing 
hunting data. 

The results show more than 174 
million Americans over the ag 
are hunters. Some 2 percent are 
male and 8 percent female. with the 
resultant disclosure that about one 


of every five American males over 
16 is a hunter. Seventy-tive percent 
are from 16 to 44 years old, and ¢ 
percent make from under $10,000 a 
year to $30,000 a year 

Sixty-eight percent hunt big 
game. and 71 percent, small game 
and 30 pe migratory birds 
Since that adds up to over 100, it 


seems clear that a hunter is in 
terested in more than one way to 
follow his sport. The average days 


spent hunting comes to a surprising 
19 for all hunting and, to enjoy those 
days, hunters spend money as well

Food that is eaten fresh, close to 
where it is grown, is less expensive 
‘ause it can be supplied to con 
sumers with much less investment 
in processing and transportation 
equipment. Also, food that does not 
have to travel so far can be shipped 
when it is ripe and flavorful. Food 
all Loo often is picked and sent on its 
way to distant markets when it is 
still hard and green, since in such a 
state it can stand more knocking

Solutions 


A two-pronged approaeh should 


be pursued to insure both 
availability and affordability of

England 

1) Designate more land zones for 
farms. Do not let existing farm land 
disappear under new condominium 
or office parks. (2) Utilize 
greenhouses to make farming a:12 
month business in New England, 
Create a tax break for those groups 
individuals who own standing 
greenhouses. providing they use 
them to grow food, and promote 
efforts to build new greenhouses

Farm preservation 

A recent news release from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture stated that fifty-five 
local farms in Mass. are now 
protected under the state farmland 
preservation program. The first 
solution | suggested in countering a 
food shortage is viable and being 
actively pursued 

For a farm seriously threatened 
by development and-or financial 
pressures, the program, known as 
the Agricultural Preservation 
Restriction Program, allows a 
farmland owner to realize the 
equity from his land without having 
to sell the farm 

Farm owners who choose lo 
participate in the program 
voluntarily accept a deed restric 
tion on their property which limits 
its use to agricultural purposes, On 
agreeing to the restriction, they are 
compensated financially for the 
difference between the land's ap 


praised market value and ils 
agricultural value °

Limited 
openings exist for qualified tresh 
men and transfer students at more 
than 155 of New England's colleges

According to the 25th annual 
vacancy survey of the New England 
Board of Higher Education 
(NEBHE), more than 12,700 fresh 
men vacancies and more than 9.700

he figures represent an 8 percent 


increase in vacancies over last year - 


and may reflect a decline in the total 
number of freshmen applications 
throughout-the region 

A survey conducted by John 
Minter Associates of Boulder.

Don't be surprised 


by weather 


The saying goes that if you don't 
like the weather’in New England. 
wait a few minutes, it will change 
This kind of variety can add an 
exciting dimension to our lives, but 
experienced boaters never let 
themselves be caught by surprise 
where the weather is concerned 

Keeping abreast of weather 
conditions is a vital part of pleasure 
boating, ==> shesboat operator has 
an obligation to himsetf and his crew 
to know the weather conditions 
before setting sail 

If you must travel some distance 
to where your boat is launched or 
moored, call ahead and check the 
local weather conditions’ before 
leaving home 


"Once you arrive there, check the 
prevailing weather conditions. 
Inquire if small craft advisory, or 
more severe’ warning signals, hav 
been hoisted. These signals are 
displayed at some Coast Guard 
stations, yacht clubs, marinas, and 
ather coast points. When these 
warnings are in effect, don't go out 
unless you are confident your boat 
can be navigated safely under the 
forcasted conditions of wind and sea 

While afloat, keep your “weather 
eye” on the lookout. You should 
watch for the approach of dark, 
threatening clouds, which may 
foretell a squall or thunderstorm

any increase in wind velocity op: 
posite in direction to a strong tidal 
current. A dangerous rip tide con- 
dition may form steep waves 
capable of broaching a boat. (A rip 
tide is a tide running opposite to 
other tides causing a violent 
disturbance in the sea.) 

For the price of a transistor radio, 
inland boatmen have access to 
hourly weather conditions and 
forecasts on local commercial radio 
stations. Heavy static interfering 
with an AM radio station may in. 
dicate nearby thunderstorm ac 
tivity. While on the water, inland or 
coastal, a radio is a sound in 
vestment for gathering weather 
information.
